Sunday again came; the canvas transparency which I had 
seen on the previous day at the junctioa of the Piaza with 
the Calle de Commercio, and on which was depicted an in- 
furiated bull in the act of charging ean effigy made of fire- 
works, which would explode about his ears at the first touch | 
of his horns, reminded me that the baiting in the ring would 
be, ere set of sun, renewed at ihe Plaza dei Acho, as on the 
previous Sabbath. 

The grand holiday of the week, the day devoted to pleasure 
and recreation by all classes, had again come; and the scene 
of masses, and jollity, billiards, and bull-fights, theatricals, and 
gay revelry, would be re-enacted. 

Stepping out under the portal 
thronged with people, and their sides occupied by the small 
tables of dealers in old prints and books, flowers, toys, segar- | 
reros, and macheros—the latter embracing the entire pocket 
apparatus of the smoker—for every man in the city carries | 
about with him the means of lighting his cigaretto. Officers! 
in bright uniforms, priests and friars in their long dark robes ;

The larger of the two gates opening into the ring flew 
back, and in came the rejoneadores and capeadores, armed 
with spears, and curveling about gayly. The description oi 
the fight of the previous Sunday will, the casualties ex 
cepted, also apply to thie, with the addition of a negro 
figure, as depicted on the transparency at the corner of the 
Pisaza, o up of rockets and squibs, which exploded 
about the bull’s ears in a hundred irregular daris, when, witu 
closed eyes, he plunged his sharp horas into it Increased 
rage on his part, aud much jsaugbter and merriment among 
the waltitude, was the immediate result of this burst of fire 
works, 

Pnere was also a feat performed which had not been at 
tempted on the previous Sunday. It was this: a long, iron 
headed spear, about eight laches in circumlerence, was held 
by one of the capeadores in such 4 position, that, while one 
end rested on the ground against a post which prevented its 
slipping back, the other and spear-end pointed towards the 
dvor turough which the bulls entered the arena, The door 
was flung open, and tne kneeling performer, who leant with 
his chest agaiast the pole, poised the latter steadily; and as 
the bull came bounding torward into the ring, directed the 
sharp point of the spear between his eyes. Tue instantaneous 
result was, that the pole, owing to the force of the animal’s 
plunge, passed through his bead, and came out at the abdo- 
mep 
The sudden death of the bull, and the plaudits of ten 
thousand, were simultaneous. “ Viva! Viva!’ resounded 
again and again round the arena, and this was the last act io 
the play. ‘The gay scene in tue Alameda was agaia enacted,

Early on the morning of the third Monday following the 
day last recorded, and three days after experiencing an inde- 
scribable shock of earthquake, accompanied by 4 rattling and 
throbbing of the earth, aad followed by a subterranean groan, 
which quakiag occurs about forty-five times a year in Lima, 
and which is generally preceded by the gloomy forebodings v1 
the inhabitants, I left that city by railway, aud in forty minutes 
afterwards found myself in Callao. The Eagiish steamer for 
Panama was appciated to leave soon after noon, and I had 
not yet taken a cabin in her. However, that was soon done, 
and my luggage was conveyed on board the doubie-funuelled 
* Bogota.” 

Not wisbiag to go on board till near the sailing time, I 
amused myself with a saunter about the town, Entering the 
great castle, La Independencia, tormerly San Felipe, (tor | 
was informed that the north battery aud the south battery 
were also called castles,) I found it filled with all sorts of 
lumber. The place where the fierce but valiant Spaniard, 
Rodil, had offered so protracted a resistance to the memor- 
able siege of 1824-6, laid by the army of the republic, was now 
converted into a huge storehouse. A caval wound past and 
immediately under its southern wall, and boats laden with 
heavy produce lay along its banks. Sentinels paced to-and- 
fro on this wall, and in front of the occupied quarters, and 
the bonded store belonging to the Custom House. 

Callao presents few or no attractions to refined visitors, but 
appears to be the heaven of drunken sailors. There is as 
much gamblivg going forward in the dirty pulperias of this 
town as at Lima, although the practice is illegal in both 
places, and there is a law against it, but how useless! The 
police and the officers wink at it, for they gamble as much 
a3 any of the community, and countesance the various 
tables by their presence. The love of play, however, is so 
sirong ia the South American character, that no enaciments 
could preveot it. Boys in the streets, as of old, gamble 
for swee'meats On the chance of a fly first alighting on the 
comfits of one or the other, and this thirst for the excitement 
and risk of play, although differently displayed, is as great 
among the grown population of men and women. Callao, 
when viewed from the roof of one of the tailest houses, has the 
appearance of an extensive ruin; the circumstance of the 
juuses being flat-roofed like those of the Capital, aod of

It was not till after the lapse of two hours from the firing of 
thejcustomary gun from the steamer’s bows, shat a launch was 
seen to leave the beach fronting the town, and make for the 
ship. After the lapse of another half-hour the rude craft 
came alongside, heavy laden with silver from the Truxillo 
mines, this being the port of the city of that name lyiag about 
six miles inland, and founded by Pizarro in 1535 

By this time hundreds of caballitos were floating fataad 
near around us, each silden by a fishermar. Both man and 
boat closely resembled those | had seen between Valparaiso 
and Lima. Each of the latter was made of two large 
buudles of rushes, compressed into a conical form and bound 
close t g a cavity near the middle, in which the 
fish were deposited. The apex of the cone was turoed up in

; st, the following morning disciosed to us the town 
0 Lambayeque. We anchored in the open ocean, at a dis- 
tance of about three miles from the beach, where several 
schooners also lay, there being no barbour. Very soon alarge 
bolsa, differing in construction from eny I had seen, put off 
trom the shore. It consisted of @ raft of large unbarked loge 
of a very light species of wood that grows near Guayaquil. 
[hese were lashed together by ropes, and a mast wae fixed 
near the centre,on which an immense square sail wes st. 
It was managed by four or five Indians, and ed with 
silver and passengers. The mode of sailing this unwieldy 
craft was by tacking from point to point, avd by this means 
quick progress was made. They are considered to be the 
safest craft afloat, but by no means the handsomest, fastest, or 
most comfortable to travel by. 

Steaming along the mountainous coa* from Lanbayegie, 
we, on the next morning, arrived in the Bay of Paita. Anch- 
oring near the town, the prospect that met the eye was one of 
hard sand- hills, extending round the harbour in a horseshoe 
form. Not a sign of vegetation appeared ; the landscape was

yellow with, and entirely made up of, rock and sand; and 
he town itself, almost hidden from the anchorage grouad, wae 
built under a precipice of the same yellow sand ant stone, 
A United States frigate and brig of war were at anchor ia 
the bay. Here the steamer was coaled out of | ghters that 
came alongside, from a large coal-hulk belonging Lo the com- 
pany to which the steamer belonged. 

A(ter breakfast I went ashore, aod sauntered through the 
town. The latter consisted of two or three parallel streets 


connected by cross lanes. The houses were chiefly con 
structed of split canes plastered over with mud and white- 
washed, and terminating ia a peak at the roof. The houses 
of the British and American consula were much superior to 
these, the former being of wooden, and the latter of iron con- 
struction, and very capacious, The population was chiefly 

Indian, and owing to the number of whalers and other Eng- 
lish and American‘vessels that make this a place of call for 
water and provisions, many of the men had acquired and 
spoke a little broken English. Calabashes, used chiefly as 
water-pitchers, lay in front of many of the doors Mere 
were two dirty posaos, to which billiard-rooms were atiached, 
in the vicinity of the wooden pier and landing-place. 

Paita was founded by Pizarro in 1532, and subsequently 
sacked by Lord Anson in 1741, and has the appearance of 
never having recovered its former wealth aad posilion, 
for a more miserable-looking place it would be difficult to im- 
agine. : 

“I found that I was still in the rainless region, or at any Tats 
closely bordering upon it, for the American Consul! intormed 
me that more than three years had elapsed since the town 
was visited by a shower. } ; 

From the shore I sailed off to the frigate, on board of which 
I was received with much politeness, and shown about the 
decks by the sailing master. It was refreshing to observe the 
order and cleanliness which were everywhere exhibited. 
Many of the men not on duty were lounging on the floor 
in the dormitories, evidently indulging in the dole far 
niente ; others were plying the needle, and some were read-

Toe news from the East during the week has been alter- 
nately peaceful and warlike, with a floal inclination in favour 
of the former. Tbe naval engagement between the Zrosis 
and a Turkiso mar-of war was not confirmed by later ad- 
vices. ‘The facts seem to be that the Hrosis answered Hobart 
Pasba’s signal with a shot, and immediately sought refuge in 
the harbour of Syra where she is now blockaded by the Tur- 
hish fleet 341 hostilities, From Constan- 
tinople we learo that the Sultan has extended to three weeks 
the time for the departure of the Greeks from that city. 
From Athens comes the intelligence that the Greek govern- 
ment “is making rapid preparations for war,’ although a 
letter from there dated Deo. 17, states that, notwithstanding 
the expectation of war, the military estimates of the Budget 
had not been increased. Even in Greece the war fever does 
not seem to be universal, as we hear that the Chamber of 
Commerce at Syra—whose harbour is blockaded by the 
Turkish Admiral—bas petitioned - e Athenian government 
iile diplomacy is not idle. 
The Russian government is said to ae espouse the cause 
of Greece, and it is reported that the Czar bas authorized 
Greek vessels (probably those carrying away the refugees) to 
use the Russian flag. To offset this action, the Russian flag 
is said to have been publicly burned in the streets of Con-
